Ir has been fo ufual to prefix fome account of an au^' 
thor l s life to his works, that many pcrfons would rto- 
doubt bedifappointed of their expectation, and would 
look upon the book aB imperfect > without jomt thing; 
of. that fort. It t$ iiot becaufe there is no furvivinff 
friend of the Doctor's who. would willingly pay that 
*efpecl to his memory as to write the hiilory of his 
life that the readcrishot gratified in this refpetft with 
ib large a narrative as he would probably defire^ but- 
it is.becauie the Doctor himfe If while Jiving difap-; 
proved it; for when he has been defired to leave fome 
memoirs that might furnifli out fuch aluftory he afcw 
folutely declined it* and defired that his character* 
might ftand in the world merely as it would, appein 
in his Works. Bcfides, as the Doctor's feeble ft ate of 
health through the greater part of his life obliged him 
to:pafs the moft of his time in retirement from the 
world, not fo many incidents and changes occurred- 
in .his life ( which was for ,the moft part led on in ^ne> 
even track) as generally furnilh out a good -part of 
fucb hiftories, (and that by. the way makers ii truly, 

wonderful how he acquired fuch a knowledge of tho

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world and of mankind as appears in his writings, and 
it {hews him to have been, a nery curious-and judicious 
obferver of every thing that lay within his notice)^ 
thmiglTyet an entertaining and ufcful narrative might 
have been formed by interfperfing it with letters 
which he wrote to his friends on various occafions, 
many of which might probably have been picked up ; 
but it i* in deference to his judgment, and indeed in 
compliance with his defire, that noneof them are pub~ 
linVd : for on the publication^ fome letters to parti- 
cular friends along with an authorYlife fome years 
ago, the Doclor expreiled hisdifapprobation of fuch- 
a pra&ice, and was pleafed to fay u that if he knew 
*' any body who would publifh his letters after he was- 
" dead he mould not thank him for it." THofe letters 
muft therefore remain in the private hands of his 
friends to whom they were inferibed, and by whom 
many of them are prized more than gold. However,* 
irtfbme fort to comply with cuftom, as well as to' pre** 
ferve the memory of fo amiable a character and foin^* 
ftruftivc an example as Dr. VVatts's was 't is thought- 
proper on this occafion to republim the following brief 
Memoirs of his Life and Chara&er from his funeral 
fermon preached by Dr. Jennings to the churcH of 
which he was pallor Dec. 1 1. 1748. 

" Dr. Ifaac Watts was born at Southampton July 
37. 1674, of parents who were eminent for religion * 
and were confidcrable fufferers for confeience fakcia 
% [ - 
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the perfccution of the Proteftant Diffenters in King 
Charles f id's reign. The uncommon genius of this 
their fon appeared betimes, for he began to learn Latin 
at four years old, in the knowledge of which as well 
as of the Greek language he made a fwift progrefs 
under the care of the Rev. Mr. Pinhorne, a clergy- 
man of the eflablifticd church, to whom the Dodor 
has infcribcd an ingenious Latin>ode in his Hora Ly- 
ric*. He was early taken notice of for the fprightli- 
nefs and vivacity of his wit, talents which too often 
prove fataj fnares to young perfons; but he through 
the diflinguifhing grace of God was not only pre~ 
ferved from criminal follies, but had a deep fenfe of 
religion Upon his heart betimes. In the year 169c he 
was fent up to London for academical education, 
where he was placed under the tuition of the Rev. 
Mr.ThomasRowe, to whom aifo he has infcribcd an 
ode in his Hora Lytic*. I have been credibly informed 
that while he refidedin this college of learning his be- 
haviour was not only fo inoffenfive that his tutor de* 
clared he never once gave him any occafion for re* 
proof, but fo exemplary that he often propofed him 
as a pattern to his other pupils for their imitation. In 
th£ycari6o3 he joined In communion with the church 
of which his worthy tutor was pallor. When he had 
finiflied his courfe of ftudies at the academy he return* 
ed to his father's houfe, where lie fperit two years 
more in reading, meditation, and pruycr, in order to 
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his being further qualified and fitted for th&t greafc 
work to which he was determined to devote hi* life, 
and of the awful importance of which he had a deep 
fenfe upon his mind. .From. hence he was invited; to 
the year 1696, by that eminently pious and learned 
gentleman Sir John Hartopp Bart, deceafed, to refide 
in his family at Stokc-£Je wington, as tutor to his foil* 
the prcfept Sir Johftf where he continued four years, 
and where his behaviour won him fuch efteem aud 
refpecT: as laid the foundation of that intimate fricnd-i 
fhip which iubfifled between his worthy pupil and 
huu to the day of his death. ... 1 
But while he allied Sir John's ftu.dies he did not 
neglect his own ; for not only did he further improve 
himfelf in thofe branches of learning in which moree 7 
fpecialiy he aflifted his pupil,!but applied himfelf to the 
reading of the Scriptures in the original tongues, and 
the belt commentators both critical and practical. > 
i He .began to preach on his birthday 1698, and wa$ 
the fame year chofen AflUlant to the Rev. Dr. Ifaac. 
Chauncy, then paftor of this church : but hispublick 
labours, which met with general acceptance, were 
foon after interrupted by a threatening illnefs for fivq 
months, which was thought to be occafioned by the 
fervour of his zeal in preaching the glorious gofpel of 
Chrift. However that did not difemrage him fron* 
returning to his delightful work as foon as God was 
y leafed to reftorc his health.

In January 1 7c I he received a call from this church 
to fucceed Dr. Chauncy in the paftoral office, which he 
fignificd his acceptance of the very day that King 
William died, notwithftandingthedifcouraging pro- 
pped: which that event gave to men of his piofeffion, 
and the fears with which it filled the hearts of Pro- 
teftant Diffenters at that time. But he had " fet his 
" hand to the plough, and would not lookback : M ac- 
cordingly he was folemnly ordained to the paftoral 
office 1 8th March following. 

But the joy of the church in their happy fettkmcnt 
Was foon after damped by his being feized with a pain- 
ful and threatening illnefs, which laid him by for fome 
time, and from which he recovered by flow degrees; 
tipon which they faw it needful to provide him with 
a dated Afliftant 5 accordingly the Rev. Mr. Samuel 
Price, your prefent worthy paftor, was chofen to that 
fervice in July 1703. 

But notwithftanding his publick labours were by 
this means eafed his health remained very fluctuating 
and tender for fame years. However as it increafed 
he renewed his diligence in fulfilling his miniftry ; 
and how were you delighted and edified with his fer- 
mons in publick, and with his entertaining and profi- 
table converfation in the vifits which he made to your 
families! It was in this feafon of his more confirmed 
health that he formed a fociety of the younger mem- 
bers of his church for prayer and religious conference, 
to whom he delivered the fubftance of that excellent 
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book which he afterwards publiftied under the title of 
A Guide to Prayer. Now he went on without any 
confiderable interruption in his work, and with great 
fuccefs and profperity to his church, till the year i ; 1 2, 
when in the month of September he was vifited with 
a violent fever which broke his conftitution, and left 
fuch weaknefs upon his nerves as continued with him 
in fome meafure to his dying day. Upon thisoccafion 
M prayer was made without ceafing of the church un- 
u to God for him feveral days of prayer were kept 
on his account, in v/hich many of his brethren in the 
miniftryaflifled, and wrcftled carneftly with God for 
the continuance of fo valuable a.lifc ; and God has been 
gracioufly pleafed to anfwer their prayers by adding 
to his life more than thirty- fix years, the moA of them 
years though of feeble health yet of eminent ufeful- 
nefs to his church and to the world. It was, not. till 
October J716 that he was able to return to hi&pttr; 
blick miniihy. Id the mean-time his AlTiuant Mr. 
Price was, at hi* defire, and upon his recommendation^ 
chofen by the church to be joint pallor with him, kQ. 
which office he was ordained March 3, I7IJ. I hopq 
1 may be allowed, without offence or appearance cf 
flattery, to recite a claufe in l)r. Watts'* iaA will in 
teAimony of that inviolable frieudfiiip which has al- 
ways fubfmed between yourtwo worthy paftors, and 
which has contributed fo muck to their mutual cprn* 
fort and honour, and to your eAablifliment and edifir 
cation. Pr. Watts ftyica him " His faithful friend *u4 
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" companion in the labours of the miniftry and men- 
tions a legacy that he leaves him 11 as only a fmall tefti- 
M mony of his great afte&ion for him, on account of 
" his fef vice9 of love during the many harmonious 
c< years of their fellowfhip in the work of the gofpel." 

But though this long interval of ficknefs was on 
fome accounts a very melancholy feafon, yet a kind 
Providence made it to be the happieft. era of his life, 
as it was the occafion of introducing him into the fa- 
mily of a late excellent pcrfon f, who on a principle 
of the mod generous friendfhip and compaifion took 
him, in a very languifhing ftatc of health, to his own 
houfe, where from that moment to the day of his 
death he was abundantly fupplied with all that could 
tniniftcr either to the convenience or fatisfa&ion of 
his life ; for though this remarkable friend of minifters 
of the church of God and of his country died in the 
year 1712, the benevolent fpirit he manifefted fur- 
vived in his worthy reli&, and was inherited by his 
children. It would be prefumption in mc to attempt 
fo recount the numberlcfs inftances of that " gene- 
" rous and tender care (as the Doctor expreiTes it in 
44 his laft will) lliown him by her ladyfhip and her fa- 
" mily in his long illnefs many years ago, when he 

was capable of no fervice, and alfo.of her eminent 
" friendfhip and goodnefs during his continuance in 
♦'the family ever fince;" yet this I will venture to 
fay, in allufion to the Welling which our Lord pro- 

t Shr Thomas Abncy Knight, and Aldcrfnan of London. *' 
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nounccd on the good woman in the gofpel who had 
bellowed a box of precious ointment on him, that 
wherefoevcr Dr. Watts's Works arc read or his name 
remembered that of Abney ought not to befprgotten. 

In the year 1728 the univcrfitics of Edinburgh and 
Aberdeen in Scotland did in a moflrcfpcciful manner, 
without his knowledge, confer the degree of Dodlor in 
Divinity on him, and on fome others of his brethren. 

Hislali ficknefs was rather a decay of nature, worn 
oat with age and labours, than any particular diilem- 
per, therefore it was lingering and long; the fprings 
of life were unbending by degrees, till at length the 
earthly tabernacle fell quite to decay, and was put off 
by the immortal fpirit. And thus after a life of emi- 
nent fervice both of God and his generation he fell 
aflcep in Jefus Nov. 25 . 1 748, in the feventy-fiuh year 
of his age. 

It would require a mafterly hand to draw the por- 
trait of this great man in its full proportion and pro- 
per colours, a tafk I was never equal to, and am lcafl: 
of all now, when I doubt not but your hearts will in 
fome meafure tell you what mine feels upon the men- 
tion of his name, and upon calling the remembrance 
of him to mind : however I will endeavour to prefient 
you with an impcrfecl (ketch of fome of the principal 
features. 

The natural ftrength of his genius, which he culti- 
vated and improved by a very confiderable acquaint- 
ance with the moil celebrated writers both ancic>it: 
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and modern, had enriched his mind with a large and 
uncommon llorc of juft fentiments and ufeful know- 
ledge of various kinds, for his foul was too noble and 
large to be confined within narrow limits; he could 
not be content to leave any path of learning untried, 
nor to reft in a total ignorance of any fcience the know- 
ledge of which might be for his own improvement, 
or might any ways tend to enlarge his capacity of be- 
ing ufeful to others. 

Though that which gave him the mod remarkable 
preeminence was the extent and fublimityof hi? ima- 
gination, yet how few have excelled or even equalled 
him in quicknefsof apprehenfion and folidky of judg- 
ment? and having alfo a faithful memory to retain 
what he collected from the labours of others, he wa9 
able to pay it back again into the common treafury of 
learning with a large increafe. I queftion whether 
any author before him did ever appear with reputa- 
tion on fuch a variety of fubje&s as he has done, both 
as a profe writer and a poet. However this I may ven- 
ture to fay, that there is no man now living of whof* 
works fo many have been difperfed both at home and 
ibroad, that are in fuch conftant ufc, and tranfiared 
into fuch a variety of languages, many of which will 
I doubt not remain more durable monument? of his 
great talents than any rcprefentation I cr.n make of 
them though it were to he graven on pillars of brafs- 
llius did he fliine as an ing?r».iou9 man and a Rholaf. 
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But wc are further to obfcrve him in a more exalt- 
ed point, of view for our infl ruelion and imitation ; I 
mean as a Chrillian, in which chara&er he fhone 
brightefl of al! ; and it is hard to fay what grace or 
virtue was moil confpicuousin him and moll charao 
ttiiftick of him. 

Pure and undifiemblcd piety was the fettled habit 
and conflant drefs of his mind ; and though lie loved 
and enjoyed much retirement, yet did he not thereby 
contrael any thing of an arTcdcd fliflnefs or monkifli 
aufterity, but on the contrary, the fatisiaclion and 
pleafure that he found in communion with God in 
folitudc made him the more eafy and cheerful in his 
converle with men, and fcemed to enlighten his very 
countenance. 

His humility was like a deep (hade, if I may fo ex- 
prefs it, that fet off his other graces and virtues and 
made them Ihine with a brighter lullre ; and as this 
grace had a mighty influence on his heart and tem- 
per, fo it had no little eiTeel in forming hisfentimcnts; 
for he never thought he could be laid too low, as a 
creature or a fmner, that he might do honour to the 
per feel ions and grace of God; and from hence in a 
great meafure arofe that high elleem which he had 
for the Chrillian difpenfation, which is fo apparently 
calculated to cxak God and to humble man. Nor was 
his humility lefs confpicucus in his outward carriage 
and behaviour towards others; from hence flowed 
that condefcepiionand gentlenefs, that humanity and 
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kindnefs, that could not but endear him to all who had 
the pleafureof converting with him, and which render- 
edhim truly venerable in a much higher degree than all 
the honours and applaufes he received from the world. 
Infliort, hisdefcription of this grace, which he has fo 
beautifully exemplified in the character of St. Paulf, 
feems to be but a tranfeript of his own heart and life. 

In clofe connexion with the grace of humility were 
to be feen his candour and charity, for which he was 
remarkably eminent. The love that glowed in his 
heart to his Saviour conftrained him cordially to em- 
brace all whom he cftecmcd to be his genuine dif- 
ciples; and no party names nor variety of ientimcnts 
in matters of doubtful difputation, nor of practice in 
modes of worfhip, could divide him in affedlion from 
fuch as he had rcafon to hope loved out Lord Jefus 
Chrift in fincerity ; accordingly he maintained a free 
and friendly correfpondence with Chriflians of diffe- 
rent parties and denominations. Though he judged 
the principles of the moderate Nonconforming moll 
favourable to Chriftian liberty and the rights of con- 
fidence, and their forms of worfhip moft agreeable to 
the fimplicity of the gofpel, yet he had a high vene- 
ration for the perfons and writings of many in the 
cftabliihed church, as many of them both in higher 
and lower Rations had for him and his writings. And

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I fpeak it to the diftinguifhed honour and praifc of 
foine very reverend perfonages of that communion, 
as well as to his, that they frequently prefented him 
vith their works and accepted of his in return; on 
\v hich t as well as on other occafions, very ftrious and 
affectionate letters have pafled between them for the 
{trengtbening each others hands in the caufe of our 
common Chriftianity. 

What his fentiments were as to the peculiar doc- 
trines of the gofpel you who have ftatedly attended 
on his miniflry well know, and none need be igno- 
rant who will perufe his writings. 

Though he occafionally engaged in the controver- 
sies of the day, it was evidently with a view to heal 
and reconcile cUfputes amqngft Chriftians rather than 
to make profeiytcs to any party; and however any 
may in feme- matters differ from him in judgment, all 
muit allow that he wrote on fuch occafions with fuck 
a fpint of meeknefs and love as is truly ififtructive, 
and exemplary. 

Nor did love and gpodnefs only dwell in his heart, 
but flowed out from thence in liberal and beneficent 
actions; for I am credibly informed that from the 
tjme he was received into Sir Thomas Abncy's family 
he conflantiy devoted a fifth part of his income to 
charitable ufes. 

It is no wonder that a man thus richly furnifhed with 
gifts and graces was an admired preacher. Though hi$ 
ftature was lowjmd his bodily prefence but weak, yet 
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his preaching was weighty and powerful. There was 
a certain dignity and fpii it in his very afpecl: when he 
appeared in the pulpit that commanded attention and 
awe; and when he fpoke, fuch Grains of truly Chri- 
ftian eloquence flowed from his lips, and thefe fo ap- 
parently animated with zeal for God and the mod 
tender concern for your fouls and their everlafling fal- 
vation, as one would think could not be eafily flighted 
or refilled. 1 *» • 

Though his publick labours for your good were fre- 
quently interrupted by ficknefs, yet was he not even 
in thofe intervals laid wholly afide from his ufef ulnefs, 
for not only Was his exemplary patience and refigna- 
tion to the will of God in thofe feafons of his fuffering 
Very inftru&ive, but fomc of the fineft and moft ufe- 
ful productions of his pen, as particularly a good part 
of his Imitation of the Pfaimsof David, owe their birth 
to thofe feafons of conftrained retirement. 

•In his iafl ficknefs the a&ive and fprightly powers 
of his nature failed him, that is, they were gradually 
doing fo for two or three years before his deceafe ; yet 
histrufl in God through Jefus the Mediator remained 
unfhaken to the lafl. He has been heard to fay, " I 
" blefs God I can lie down with comfort at night, not 
*• being folicitous whether I awake in this world or 
" another/' And again, " I mould be glad to read 
" more, vet not in order to be more confirmed in the 
" truth of the Chriftian religion or in the truth of its

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" promifes, for I believe them enough to venture an 
u eternity on them," When he was aim oft worn out 
and broken down by his infirmities he obferved, in 
con verfation with a friend, that " he remembered an 
" aged minifter ufed to lay that the mod learned and 
" knowing Chriftiana v*hen they come to die have 
" oulv the fame plain, prom ifes of the gofpel for their 
4< ljupport as the common and unlearned; and fo, faid 
11 lie, I find it: it is the plain promifes of the gofpel 
V that arc myiupport, and I blefs God they are plain 
4i promifes, that do not require much labour and pains 
41 to umicrftand them, for I can do nothing now but 
" look into my Bible for fome promife to fupport me, 
\* and live upon that." When he has found his fpirit 
tending to impatience, and ready to complain that ho 
could only lead a mere animal life, he would check 
himielf thus, " The bufinefs of a Chriftian is to bear 
* 1 the will of God as well as to do it. If I were in health, 
" I could only be doing that, and that I may do now. 
" The Left thing in obedience is a regard to the will 
u of God, and the way to that is to get our inclina- 
u tions and averfions as much mortified as we can,' 1 
With fuch a calm and peaceful mind, with fuch a 
blcfied and lively hope, did this faithful fervant of 
Chnft wait for his Mafter's fummons tiii the long- 
wifhed for period came, and then he went to reft from 
his l ibour? where his works follow him."

Though the Pfalms of David arc a work of admi- 
rable and divine compofure, though they contain the 
nob left fen timer t s of piety, and breathe a moil exalted 
fpirit of devotion, yet when the beft of Chriftians at- 
tempt to fing many of them in our common tranflaT 
tion that fpirit of devotion vanillic* and is loft, the 
pfalm dies upon their lips, and they feel fcarte any 
thing of the holy plcafure. 

If I were to render the reafons of it I would give, 
this for one of the chief, namely, that the royal PJal- 
mifl here exprefles his own concerns ip words exactly 
fuited to his own thoughts, agreeable to his own perr 
fonal character, and in the language of his own reli- 
gion : thiskeepsallthe fprings of piouspaffion awake, 
when cv'ry line and fyllable fo nearby affects himfelf ; 
this naturally raifes in a devout mind a more lively 
and tranfporting worfhip; but when we who arc Chri- 
iiians fing the fame lines we exprefs nothing but the 
character, the concerns, and the religion of the Jew- 
ifli king ; while our own circumftances and our own 
religion (which are fo widely different^from his) have 
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little to do in the facred long, and our affe&iona 
want fomething of property or intereft in the words 
to awaken them at firft and to keep them lively. 

If this attempt of mine, through the divine bleHing, 
become fo happy as to remove this great inconveni*- 
ence, and to introduce warm devotion into this part 
of divine Worfhip, I (hall eflcem it an honourable fer- 
vice done to the church of Chrift. 

It is necclTary therefore that 1 mould here inform 
my readers at large, what the titlepage exprelfes in a 
Ihortcr way, and allure them that they are not to ex- 
pect in this book an exacl tranflation of The Pfalms of 
David ; for if I had not conceived a different defign 
from all that have gone before me in this work I had 
never attempted a fervice fo full of labour, though I 
muftconfefs it has not wanted itspleafure too. 
- In order to give a plain account of my prefcnt un- 
dertaking I (hall firft reprefcnt the methods that my 
predeceilors have followed in their verfions; in the 
next place I hope to make it evident that thofe me- 
thods can never attain the noMeft and higheft ends of 
Chrift ian pfalmody; and then defcrihe the courfe that 
I have taken, different from them all, together with 
fomc brief hints of the reafons that induced me to it. 

Firft, I will reprefent the methods that my prede- 
cefforshave followed. 1 have feen above twenty ver- 
fions of the Pfaltcr by p'.rfon* of richer and meaner ta- 
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Jents, and how various foever their profeffions and 
their prefaces arc, yet in the peiformancesthey all feem 
to aim at this one point, namely, to make the Hebrew 
Pfalmift only fpeak Englifh and keep all hisown cha- 
racters ftill. Wherefoever the pfalm introduces him 
as a foldier or a prophet, as a fliepherd or a great mu- 
fician, as a king on the throne, or as a fugitive in the 
wildernefs, the tranflators ever reprefent him in the 
fame circumllances. Some of them lead an affembly 
of common Chriftians to worfhip God as near as pof- 
fiblein thofe very words; and they gentrally agree 
alfo to perform and repeatthat worihip in theancienfc 
Jewifh forms wherever the Pfalm id ufes them. 

There are feveral pfalms indeed which have fcarc$ 
any thing in them perfonal or peculiar to David or 
the Jews, fuch as Pfalm i. xix.xx v.xxvii. lxvii. ci. Of*, 
and thefe, if tranflated into the plain national lan- 
guage, arc very proper materials for pfalmody in all 
times and places ; but there are but a lew of this kind 
in comparifon of the great number which have fomc- 
thing of perfonal concerni, prophetical darkneffes, 
Hebraifms, or Jewifh affairs, mingled with them. 

1 eonfefs Mr. Milburn and Mr. Darby (though 
in very different verle) have now and then given an 
evangeikk turn to the Hebrew feefe; and Dr. Pa- 
trick hath gone fo much beyond them in this refpe<ft 
that he hath made ufe of the prcfent language of Chri- 
ftians in lie vera! pfalms, and left out many of the Jo- 
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daifms. This is the thing that hath Introduced hint 
into the favour of fo many religious affemblies; even 
fhofe very perfons that have an averfion to fing any 
thing in worfhip but David's Pfalm* have been led 
infenfibly to fall in with Dr. Patrick's performance 
by a rclifh of pious pleafure, never confidering that 
his work is by no means a juft tranilation, but a para- 
phrafe ; and there are fcarcc any that have departed 
farther from the infpired words of Scripture than he 
hath often done, in order to fuit his thoughts to the 
flate and worfhip of Chriflianity. This I efleem his 
peculiar excellency in thofe pfalms wherein he has 
practifed it ; this I have made my chief care and bu- 
finefs in every pfzlm, and have attempted at lead to 
exceed him in this as well as in the art of verfc, and 
yet I have often kept nearer to the text. 

But after all this good man hathfuffered himfelf fo 
far to be carried away by cuftom as to make all the 
other perfonal characters and circumftances of David 
appear llrong and plain except that of a Jew, and ma- 
ny of them he has rcprefented in fironger and plainer 
terms than the original. This will appear to any one 
that compares thefe following texts in Dr. Patrick 
with the Bible, namely, Pfalm iv. %. and ix. 4, 5. and 
xviii. 43. and li. 4. and Ix. 6, 7. and ci. r. cxli. 6. and 
cxliii. 3. and feveral others: fo that it is hard to find 
even in his verfion fix or eight ftanzas together in any 
pfalm (that has perfonal or national affairs in it) fo fit 
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to be afiumed by a vulgar Chriflian, or fo proper to 
be fung by a whole congregation. This renders the 
due performance of pfalmody every where difiicult to 
him that appoints the verfes, but it is extremely trou- 
blcfome in tJiofe aflemblies where the pfalm is fung 
without reading it line by line, which yet is beyond 
all exception the trued and the belt method; for 
in this way of fmging there can be no omiflion of a 
verie, though it be never fo improper ; but the whole 
ch u rch m u ft r u n down to the next di vifion of the pfa Im, 
and fing ali that comes next to their lips, till the Clerk 
puts them to filence : or to remedy this inconveni- 
ence, if a wife man leads the fonghe dwells always 
upon four or flve-and-twenty pieces of fomc feied 
pfalms, though the whole hundred and fifty lie before 
him; and he is forced to run that narrow round ftill 
for want of larger provifion fuited to our prefent ch> 
cumftances. 

I might here alfo remark to what a hard fhift the 
xninifter is put to find proper hymns at the celebra- 
tion of the Lord's Supper, where the people will fing 
nothing but out of David's pfalmbook. How perpe- 
tually do they repeat forrre part of the xxiii. or cxviii, 
pfalm? and confine all the glorious joy and melody 
of that ordinance to a few obfeure lines, becaufe the 
tranflators have not indulged an evangelical turn to 
the words of David ? no not in thofe very places 
where the Jewifh Plalmiftfecms to mean the gofpei } 
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btn as excellent a poet as he was he was riot able td 
fpeak it plain, by rcafon of the infancy of that difpen- 
fation, and longs for the aid of a Chriftian writer; 
though, to fpeak my own fenfe freely, I do not think 
Da vid e vcr wrote a pfalm of fufficien t glory and fwcet- 
nefs to reprefent the bleffings of this holy inftitution 
of Chrift, even though it were explained by a copious 
commentator; therefore it is my opinion that other 
fpiritual fongs fhould fometimes be ufed to render 
Chriilian pfalmody complete. But this is uot my pre- 
fent bufinefs, and 1 have written on this fubjeel: elfe- 
where. 

To proceed to the fecond part of my Preface, which 
is to (hew how infufEcient a ftriA tranflation of the 
Pfalms is to attain the defigned end. 

There arc feveral fongs of this royal author that 
feem improper for any perfon befides himfelf, fo that 
I cannot believe that the whole book of Pfalms (even 
in the original) was appointed by God for the ordi- 
nary and conftant worfliip of the Jewifti fan&uary o* 
the fynagogues, though feveral of them might be of- 
ten fuhg, muchlefs are they all proper for a Chriftiah 
church; yet the way of a clofe tranflation of this 
whole book of Hebrew Pfalms for Englifh and Chri- 
ftian pfalmody has generally obtained among us. 

Some pretend it is but a juft rcfpe& for the Holy 
Scriptures, for they have imbibed a fond opinion 
from their very childhood that nothing is to be ftiflg 
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at church but the infpired writings, how different fo* 
ever the fenfe is from our preient ftate. But this opi- 
nion has been taken upon truft by the mod part of 
its advocates, and borrowed chiefly from education, 
cuftom t and the authority of others, which if duly- 
examined will appear to have been built upon too 
flight and feeble foundations : the weaknefs of it I 
lhall mew more at large in another place ; but it ap- 
pears of itfelf more eminently inconfiftent in thofe 
perfons that fcruple to addrefs God in profe in any 
precompofed forms whatfoevcr; and they give this 
rcafon,becauic they cannot be fitted to a!! our prefer, t 
occafions; and yet in verfe they confine their addrefle* 
to fuch forms as were fitted chiefly for Jewim wor- 
fhippers, and for the fpcciai occafions of David the 
king. \ • . 

Others maintain that a ftridl and fcrupulous con- 
finement to the fenfe of the original is neceiTary to do 
jufticeto the royal author; but in my judgment the 
royal author is moft honoured when he i*made mod 
intelligible, and when his admirable compofurcs are 
Copied in fuch language as gives light and joy to the 
faints that live two thoufand years after him ; where* 
as fuch a mere tranflation of all his vcrfe intoEnglifh. 
to be fung in our worfhip feems to darken our reli- 
gion ; by running back again to Judaifm it damps our 
delight, and almofl forbids the ChrMiian worfhipper 
to purfue the foog. How can we affbme to ourfelvci 
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all his words in bur perforral or publick addreffesto 
God when our condition of life, our time, place, and 
religion, are fo vaftly different from thofe of David ? 

1 grant it is ntceffary and proper that in tranflating 
every part of Scripture for our reading or hearing the 
fenfe of the original Ihould be exactly and faithfully 
reprcfented, for there we learn what God fays to Us 
in his word; but in finging for the moll part the cafe 
is altered; for as the greatcft number of the Pfalmsare 
devotional, and there the Piaimifts exprefs their own 
perfonal or national concerns, fo we are taught by 
their example what is the chief defign of pfalmody, 
namely, that we Ihould reprefent our own fenfe of 
things in finging, and addrefs curielves to God ex- 
prefling our own cafe; therefore the words fhould be 
fo far adapted to the general (late of the worfhippers 
as that we might feldom fing thofe exprtfiions in which 
we have no concern ; or at leaf* our tranllators of the 
Pfalms mould obferve this rule, that when the pecu- 
liar circumdances of ancient faints are formed into a 
fong for our preterit and publick ufe, they Ihould be 
j elated rather in an hiilorical manner, and not retain 
the perfonal pronouns / zaAJV* where the transac- 
tions cannot belong to any of us, nor be applied to 
our.perfons, churches, or nation. •* t;\ 

Mole*, Ucbor.ah, and the princes of Ifrael David, 
Afaph, and Habakkuk v and all the faints under the 
Jcwjfli Ihtej fung their own joys and victories, their 
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o"wn hopes, and fears, and deliverances, as I hinted 
before ; and why muft we under the gofpel fing no- 
thing elfe but the joys, hopes, and fears, of Afaph and 
David ? why muJl Chriftians be forbid all other me- 
lody but what arifes from the victories and deliveran- 
ces of the Jews i David would have thought it very 
hard to have been confined to the words of Mofes* 
and lung nothing elfe on all his rejoicing days but 
the drowning of Pharaoh in the xvth of Exodus. He 
might have fuppofed it a little unreafonable,when he 
had peculiar occaiions of mournful mufick, if he had 
been forced to keep clofe to Mofes's prayer in the 
xethpfalm, andalways fung over the ftiortnefj of hu- 
man life, efpecially if he were not permitted the li- 
berty of a paraphrafe : and yet the fpecial concerns 
of David and Mofes were much more akin to each 
other than ours are to either of them ; and they were 
both of the fame religion, but ours is very different. 

It is true that David has left us a richer variety of 
holy fongs than all that went before him, but rich as it 
is it is ftill far fhort of the glorious thingsthat we Chri- 
ftians have to fing before theLord. We and our church- 
es have our own i'peciai affairs as well as they : now if 
by a little turn of their words, or by the change of a 
fhort fentence, we may exprefs our own meditations* 
joys, and defires, in the verfc of thofe ancient Pfai- 
mifts, why mould we be forbid thisfweet privilege ? 
why Ihould we, under the Cliriflian difpenfation, be 
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tk d up to forms more than the Jews themfelves were, 
and fuch as are much more improper for our age and 
flare too/ Let us remember that the very power of 
Citing was given to human nature chiefly for this 
purpo!c,that our own warmed affeclionscf foul might 
break out into natural or divine melody, and that th$ 
tongue of the worfiupper might exprefs his own heart, 
1 confeis it is not unlawful nor ahfurd for a perfon 
vi knowledge and fk.il! in divine things to fing any 
part of the Jewifh pf ilmbook and confider it merely 
as the word of God, from which by wile meditation 
he may draw fome pious inferences for his own ufe, 
for iiillruction is allowed to be one end of pfalmody ; 
but where the words are obfeure Hebraifms,or wher.$ 
the poet pcrfonates a Jew, a foldier, or a king, fpeak- 
ing to himfclt or to God, this mode of inftruclion in 
a fong fe cms not fo natural or cafy even to the moft 
ikilful Chriltiap, and it is almofl impra&icable to the 
greateft part of mankind; and both the wife and the 
weak mud confefs this, that it does by no means raifc 
their own devotion fo well as if they.werefpcakingiq 
their own perfons andexprefling their own fenfe : be* 
tides that the weaker Chriftian is ready to chime in 
witli the words he lings, and ufe them as his own, 
though they are never fo foreign to his purpofe. 

Now though it cannot be that a large book of lively 
devotions fhould be fo framed as to have every line 
jperfedly fuited to all the circumftances of every wot* 
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Ihipper, but after the writer's atmofl care there will 
ft ill be room for Chriilian wifdom to exercife the 
thoughts aright in finging, when the words feem im- 
proper to our particular cafe, yet as far as poffible 
every difficulty of this kind fhould be removed, and 
fuch fentences (hould by no means be chofen which 
can fcarce be ufed in their proper fenfe by any that 
are prefent. » , * 

I could never perfuade myfelf that the beft way to 
raife a devout frame in plain Chriftians was to bring 
a king or a captain into their churches, and let him 
lead and dictate the worfliipin hi3 own ftyle of royal- 
ty, or in the language of a field of battle. Does every 
menial fervantin the aflembl v know how to ufc thefe 
words devoutly, namely, " When I receive the con- 
c< gregation I will judge uprightly, Pfalm lxxv. a. 
" A bow of ftcel is broken by mine arms.— As foon 
" as they hear of me they fhall obey me," Pfalm xviii- 
34. 44. 1 Would I encourage a Parim-clerk to lland Up 
in the midfl of a country -church and bid all the peo- 
ple join with his words, and fay, " I will praife thee 
"upon a pfakery or, 44 1 will open my dark faying 
M »upon the harp?" when even our cathedrals fin& 
only to the found of an organ, moft of the meaner 
churches can have ho mufickbut the voice, and others 
will Juve Hone befides. W y hy then muft all who will 
fing a pfalm at church ufe fuch words as if they were 
to play upon the harp and pfaltery, when thoufands 
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never faw fuch an inftrument, and know nothing of 

the arti . - i 

You will tell me perhaps that when you take thefc 
expreflions upon your lips you mean only that you j 
will worfliipGod according to his appointment now, 
even as David worfhipped hirh in his day according 
to God's appointment then. But why will ye confine j 
yourftlves to fpeak one thing and mean another i why 
muftwe be boundup to fuch words as can never be ad- 
drciTed to God in their own ft nfe ?.and fincc theheart 
of a Chriftian cannot join herein with his lips, why 
may not his hps be led to fpeak his heart ? Experience 
itfeif has often mewn that it interrupts the holymc* 
lody, and fpoils the devotion of many a fincere good 
man or woman, when irr the midft of the fong fom£ 
fpeeches of David have been almofl impofed upon 
their tongues where he relates his own troubles, his 
hanifhment, or peculiar deliverances, where he fpeaku 
like a Jewilh prince, a mufician ,or a prophet, or where 
the fenfe.is.fo obfeure that it cannot be underflood 
without a learned commentator. 

Here I may with courage addrefs myfelf to the 
heart and confeience of many pious and obferving 
Chriftian*, and afk them whether they have notfound 
a moil divine pleafurein flnging when the words of the 
pfalmhavehappilyexprelTedtheirframe of foul? Have 
you not felt a new joy fpring within you when you 
could fpeak your own defires and hopes, your own 
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faith, love, and zeal, in the language of the holy 
Pfalmift I ha venot your fpirits taken wing and mount- 
ed up near to God and glory with the fong of David 
.on your tongue ! but on a fudden the Clerk has pro*- 
pofed the next line toyour lips with dark fayingsand 
prophecies, with burnt-offerings or hylTop, with new 
moons, andtrumpcts, and timbrels in it, with confef- 
fions of fins which you never committed, with com*- 
plaints of forrows which you never felt, curfing fuch 
enemies as you never had, giving thank? for fuch vic- 
tories as you never obtained, or leading you to fpeak 
in your own perfon* of things, places, and actions, 
that you never knew; and how have all your fouls 
been difcompofed at once, and the firings of harmony 
aU untuned ! You could not proceed in the fong with 
your hearts, and your lips have funk their joy, and 
faltered in the tune; you have been balked and afha- 
med, and knew not whether it were beft to be filent or 
to follow on with the Clerk and the multitude, and 
fing with cold devotion, and perhaps in darknefs too, 
.without thought or meaning. , 

I,efi it be replied here that to prevent this incofip 
, venience fuch pfalms or fentences may be always o- 
mitted by him that leads the fong, or may have a more 
nfeful turn given in the mind of thofc that ling; but 
I anfwer, fince fuch pfalms or fentences are not to be 
lung, they may be as well omitted by the tranllator, 
<or may ha^ve a more ufeful turn given in the verfe 
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than is poffible for all the fingers to give on a fuddch 
in their minds : and this is all that I contend for. 

I come therefore to the third thing I propofed, and 
that is, to explain my own defign, which in fhorc is 
this, namely, to accommodate the Book of Pfalms to 
Chriflian worfhip * and in order to this it is ncceffary 
to divert David and Afaph, Iffc. of every other cha*- 
racier but that of a Pfalmift and a faint, and to make 
them always fpeak the common fenfe of a Chriflian. 

Attempting rhe work with this view, 1 have en- 
tirely omitted fome whole pfalms, and large pieces of 
many others, and have chofen out of all of them fuch 
pai ts only as might eafily and naturally be accommo- 
dated to the various occafions of the Chriflian life, or 
at leafl might afford us fome beautiful alluflon to Chri- 
flian affairs : thefe 1 have copied and explained in the 
-general flyle of the Gofpel; ncr have 1 confined my 
expreffionsto any particular party or opinion, that in 
Vords prepared for publick worfhip, and for the lips 
of multitudes, there might not be a fyllable orTcnfivc 
to finccre Chriftians, whofe judgments may differ in 
the leffer matters of religion. 

Where the Pfalmift ufes fharp invectives againft 
his perfonal enemies I have endeavoured to turn the 
edge of them againft ourfpiritual adverfaries,fin, Sa- 
tan, and temptation; where the flights of his faith and 
love are fublime 1 have often funk the expreffions 
within the reach of an ordinary Chriflian ; where the 
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Wordsimply fume peculiar wants or diftreffes, joys 
or blelfiogs, I have ufcd words of greater latitude and 
comprejienlion, iuited to the general circumftanccs of 
men. 

. Where the original runs in the form of prophecy 
concerning Chrift and his falvation I have given an 
Juftorical turn to the fenfe. There is no neceflity that 
we fhould always fing in the obfeure and doubtful 
ftyle of prediction when thethingsforetoldare brought 
into open light by a full accomplifiiment. Where the 
writers of the New Teftament have cited or alluded 
to any part of the Pfalms I have often indulged th$ 
lib/city of paraphrafe, according to the words of Chriflt 
or his apoftlcs; and furely this may be eftecmed th<$ 
word of God ftill, though borrowed from fevcraj. 
parts of the holy Scripture; where the Pfalmifl de-? 
fcribes religion by the fear of God I have often joij&ec} 
faith and love to it ; where he (peaks of the pardon of 
lin through the mercies oi God I have added the blood 
or merits of a Saviour ; where he talks of facrificing 
goats or bullocks I rather chufe to mention thefacri- 
fice of Chrifl, the Lamb of God : when he attends th$ 
ark with ftiouting into Zion I fing the afcenfion of 
my Saviour into heaven, or his prefence in his church 
on earth; where he promifes abundance of wcaltb, 
honour, and long life, 1 have changed fome of thefe 
typical bleflings for grace,, glory, and life eternal, 
which arc brought to light by the gofpel, and promi- 
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fed in the New Teftament; and T am fully fatisficd 
that more honour is done to our bleflcd Saviour by 
fpeaking his name, his graces and anions, in his own 
language, according tothe brighter difcoverieshe hath 
how made, than by going back again to the Jewifli 
forms of worm ip and thclanguagc of types and figures, 

AH men will confefs this is juft and neceflary in 
preaching and praying, and I cannot find a reafon why 
we fhould not fing praifes alfo in a manner agreeable 
to the prefent and more glorious difpcnfation. No man 
can be perfuaded that to read a fermon of the royal 
preacher out of the book of Ecclefiaftes, or a prayer out 
of Ezra or Daniel, is fo edifying to a Chriftian church 
(though they were infpired ) as a well compofed prayer 
or fermon delivered in the ufual language of the gofpel 
ofChrift : and why mould the very words of the Sweet 
Singer of Ifraelbe eftcemcd fo neceflary to Chriftian 
pfalmcdy, and the Jewifli ftyle fo much preferable to 
the evangelical, in our religious fongs of praife ? 

Now fince it appears fo plain that the Hebrew Pfal- 
ter is very improper to be the precife matter and ftyle 
of our fongs in a Chriftian church, and fince there is 
very good reafon to believe that it is left iw not only 
as a moft valuable part of the word of God for our faith 
and praclice, but as an admirable and divine pattern 
of fpiritual fongs and hymns under the gofpel, I have 
chofen rather to imitate than to trcwjlate ; and thus to 
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compofc aPfalmbook for ChrUlians after the manner 
of the Jewifh Pfalter. 

If I could be perfuaded that nothing ought to befung 
in worfhip but what was of immediate infpiration from 
Godjfurelylwouldrecommendanthemsonlyjnamcly, 
the Pfalms themfelves, as we read them in the Bible, 
fet to mufick as they are fung by chorifters in our ca- 
thedral churches, for thefe are neareft to the words of 
infpiration, and we muft depart far from thofc words 
if we turn them into rhyme and metre of any fort; and 
upon the foot of this argument even the Scotch verfion, 
which has been fo much commended for its approach 
to the original, would be unlawful as well as others. 

But fince I believe that any divine fentence or Chri- 
flian verfc, agreeable to Scripture, may be fung, though 
it be compofed by men uninfpired, I have not been fo 
curious and exafl in flriving every where to exprefs 
the ancient fenfe and meaning of David, but have ra- 
ther exprefled myfelf as I may fupoofc David would 
have done had he lived in the days of Chriflianity ; and 
by this means perhaps 1 have fometimes hit upon the 
true intent of the fpirit of God in thofe verfes farther 
and clearer than David himfclf could ever difcover. as 
St. Peter encourages me to hope, i Peter i. n, iz. 
where heacknowledges that the ancient prophets, who 
foretold of the grace that fhould come to us, were in 
fome meafure ignorant of this great falvation; for 
though they tcftifiedof the fufferings of Chrifi and his 
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glory, yet they were forced to fearch and Inquire after 
the meaning of what they fpake or wrote. In fever al 
other places I hope my reader will find a natural ex- 
pofition of many a dark and doubtful text, and fome 
new beauties and connexions of thought difcovcred 
in thejewifhpoet, though not in the language of a Jew- 
In all places I have kept my grand defign in view, and 
that is, to teach my author to fpeak like a Chriftian ; 
for why lhould I now addrefs God my Saviour in a 
fong with burnt- facrifices of fadings, and with the fat 
of rams ? why lhould I pray to be fprinkled with hyf- 
fop, or recur to the blood of bullocks and goats? why 
fliould I bind my facrifice with cords to the horns of 
an altar, or fing the praifes of God to high founding 
cymbals, when the gofpel has Ihewn me a nobler a- 
toncment for fin, and appointed a purer and morefpi- 
ritual worfhip ? why muft I join with David in his le- 
gal or prophetick language to curfe my enemies, when 
my Saviour in his fermons has taught me to love and 
blefs them ? why may not a Chriftian omit all thofc 
pafTages of the Jewiih Pfalmift that tend to fill the mind 
with overwhelming forrows, defpairing thoughts, or 
bitter perfonal refentments, none of which are well 
fuitcd to the fpirit of Chriflianity, which is a difperifa- 
f ion of hope, and joy, and love? what need is there that 
I mould wrap up the fliining honours of my Redeemer 
in the dark and fliadowy language of a religion that is 
feow for ever abolimed,efpecially.when Chrifliansarc

fo vehemently warned in the EpifUet of St. Paul a- 
gainft ajudaizingfpirit in their worlhip as» well as doc- 
trine ? and what fault can there be in enlarging a little 
on the more ufeful fu bjects in the ftyle of the gofpei, 
wherethe pfalm gives any occafion,iiuce the whole rer 
ligion of the Jews is cenfured often in The New Tefta- 
ment as a defective and imperfect thing ? 

Though 1 have aimed to provide for a variety of af- 
fairs in the Chriftian life by the different metres, pa- 
raphrafes,and diviuonsof the Pfalms, of which 1 ihall 
fpeak particularly, yet aftcrail there area great ni3ny 
£ircumftances that attend common Chriitians which 
cannot be agreeably cxpreffed by any paraphrafe on 
the words of David, and for thefe 1 have endeavoured 
toprovide inmy book of Hymns, that Chriftiansmight 
have fomething to ling in divine worihip anfwerablc 
to moll or all their occafions. In the Preface to that 
book I have fhevvn the infuilkiency of the common 
verllons of the Pfalms, and given further reafons for 
my prefent attempt. 

I am notfo vain as toexpeel that the few fliort hints 
I have mentioned in that Preface or in this fhouid be 
fufficient to juflify my performances in the judgment 
cf all men, nor to convince and iatisiy thole who have 
long maintained different femiments; all the favour 
therefore that I defire of my readers is this, that they 
would not cenfure thii Work they have rcad,my

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Difcourfe of Pfalmody, which I hope will fliortly be 
pubiifhed ; but let them read it with fcrious attention r 
and bring with them a generous and tlncere foul , ready 
to be convinced, and to receive truth wherefoever it 
can be found* fn that treatife I have given a large and 
particular account how the Pfalms of Jewifb compo- 
iure ought to be tranflafced for Chriilian worfhip, and 
juflilied the rules I lay down by fuch rcafons as feem 
to carry in them mofl plentiful evidence and a fair 
conviction. : 

If 1 might prefume fomuch I would entreat them 
silfo to forget their younger prejudices for a feafon, fo* 
far as to make a few experiments of thefe Songs, and 
fry whether they are not fuited through divine grace 
to kindle in them a fire of 2eal and love, and to exalt 
the willing foul to an evangelick temper of joy and 
praife ; and if they ihall find by fweet experience any 
devout aiTe&ions raifed, and a holy frame of mind a-* 
wakened within them by thefe attempts of Chriftiai* 
pfaimiftry, I perfuademyfelf that I ihall receive their 
♦thanks, and be afiifted by their prayers towards the 
recovery of my health and my publick labours in the 
churchofChrift. Wharfoever fcntimenrs they had for- 
merly entertained, yet furely they will not fufTcr their 
old and doubtful opinions to prevail againft their own 
inward fenfations of piety and religious joy. » 
. , Jkforc I conclude I mull add a few things concern- 
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in>r my divifion of the Pfalms, and my maimer of ver- 
ifying. .. . • 

OF THE DIVISION OF THE PSALMS. 

In many of thefe facred fongs it is evident that the 
Pfalmiit had feveraldiftin«5l cafes in view at the fame 
time, as Pfalm lxv. the nrft fouror five verfesdc fcribc 

• 

the temple-worftip of prayer and praifc, the follow- 
ing verfes reprefent the providence of God in the fea- 
funs of the year; fo in Pfalm lxviii. the ilrfl fix verfes 
declare the majefly and mercy of God, and from the 
7th ve-rfe to the 16th lirael is brought from Egypt to 
fix divine worihip at Jerufalem, the T/th and 1 8tU 
are a prophecy ofthe afcenfion of Chrift, ver. 24, UJfa 
-defenbes a religious prcceilion, The like may be 
obferved hi many other P&lms, efpecially fueh as re- 
prefent fame complicated forrowsor joys of the Pfak 
milt. NovvitisnottobefuppofedthatChrifiiansmould 
jiavfc all the famediUxncloccafionsuf meditation, com- 
plaint, or praife, much kfs ail at the fame time to he 
mentioned before God, therefore I have divided many 
Pfalms into fevera! parts, and difpofed them into di- 
flind hymns on thole various fqbjefts that may be pro- 
per matter for Chriftian pfalmody. 

Befidesthat execifi vc long rone of voice that ftretchet 
put every fy liable in our publickfinging-allows tteaei* 
tber time nor fpirits to fing above fix or eight ftanzas 
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Ills work will ever fhinc brighteft among thofe that 
have confined themfelves to a mere tranfiation; hut 
that clofe confinement has often forbid the freedom 
and glory of verfe v and by cramping his feme has ren- 
dered it fometimes too obfeure for a plain reader and 
the publick worfhip, even though we lived 211 the (lays 
of David and Judaifm. Thefe inconvcniencieahc him- 
fclf fufpe&s and fears in the Preface. 

I am content to. yield to Mr. Milbourae the prefe- 
rence of his poefy in fevcral parts of his Pfaims, and 
to Mr. Tate and Dr, brady in fome of theirs; but in 
thofe very places th>eir turns of thought and language 
?re too much raifed above avuigar audience, and fit 
only for perfons of an higher education. 

1 have not refufed in fome few Pfaims to borrow a 
finglc line or two from thefe three authors, yet I have 
taken the moil freedom of that fort with Dr. Patrick, 
for his Hyle befi agrees with my defign, though his 
verle be generally of a lower ftrain ; but where I have 
ttfed three or four lines together of any author I have 
acknowledged it in the Notes. 

In fome of the more elevated Pfaims I have given 
3 little indulgence to my genius; and if it mould ap_ 
pear that I have aimed at the fublime, yet I have gc„ 
nerally kept within the reach of an unlcarnedrcade r- 
I never thought the art of fublime writing confided j n 
flying out of fight, nor am I of the mind of the Itali an 
who laid, " Obfcurity begets grcatnefs," I have a ^ 

D Uj 
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ways avoided the language of the poets where it did 
not fuit the language of the gcfpcl. 

In many of thefe compolures I have juft permitted 
my verft to rife above a flat and indolent ftyle, yet I 
hope it is every where fupportcd above the jttft con- 
tempt of che criticks, though I am fenfible that I have 
often fubdued it below their efteem; becaufe 1 would 
neither indulge any boldmetaphors, nor aum it of hard 
words, nor tempt an ignorant worihipper to fing with- 
out his understanding. 

'J hough 1 have attempted to imitate thefacredbeaa- 
tics of my author in fome of the fprightly Pfalms, 
fuch as Pfalm xliv, xlvi, xlix, lxv, lxxii, xc, xci, civ, 
cxiv, cxv, exxx/x, lyc. yet if my youthful readers com- 
plain that they cxpecled to find here more elegant 
and beautiful defcriptions, with which the facred ori- 
ginal abounds, let them confider that fome of thofe 
pieces of descriptive pocfy are the flowery elegancies 
peculiar to caftern nations and antique ages, and are 
much too large alfo to be brought into fuch (hortChri- 
flian foimets as are ufed in our preftnt worfhip ; al- 
m oil all thofe Pfalms I have contracted and fitted to 
more fpiritual devotion, as Pfalm xviii, lxviii, lxxiii, 
lxxviii, cv, cvi, cix, fcf*. 

* 

OF 1 HE METRE AND RHYME. 

I Have formed my verfe in the three moft ufual 
metres to which our pfalm tunes are fitted,namely ,thc 
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Common Metre, the metre of the old xxvth Pfalm 
which I call Short Metre, and rhat of the old cdth 
Pfalm, which I call Long Metre. Befides thefe I have 
done fome few Pfalms in ftanzas of fix, eight, or 
twelve lines, to the befl of the old tunes; many of 
them I have alfo caft into two or three metres, not by 
leaving out or adding two fyllables in a line, whereby 
others have cramped or ftretched their verfe to the 
deftru&ion of all poefy, but 1 have made an entire 
new fong, and oftentimes in the different metres I 
have indulged thofe different fenfes in which com- 
mentators have explained the infpired author; and if 
in one metre I have given the loofe to a paraphrafe i 
have confined myl'df to my text in the other. 

If I am charged by the criticks for repeating the 
fame rhymes too often, let them confider that the 
words which continually recur in divine poefy admit 
exceeding few rhymes to them fit for facred ufe, thefe 
are God, World, Flefh, Soul, Life, Death, Faith, 
Hope, Heaven, Earth, ts>V. which I think will make 
fufficient apology, efpecially fince I have coupled all 
my lines by rhymes much more than either Mr. Tate 
or Dr. Patrick have done, which is certainly mod 
mufical and agreeable to the ear where rhyme is ufed 
at all. • 

I mud confefs I have never yet feen any verfion or 
paraphrafe of the Pfalms, in their own Jcwilh fenfe, 
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fo.per{c& as taujfcourage all further attempts; but 
whoever undertakes the nobie work let him brin^ 
with him a loul devoted to piety, an exalted genius, 
and withal a liudious application; for David's harp 
abhors a profane finger, and difdains to anfwer to an 
unflciitul or a carelefs touch. A meaner pen may imi- 
tate at a diftancc, but a complete ttanflation or a juffc 
paraphrafe demands a rich treasury of di&ion and ex-* 
alted fancy, a quick Uile of devout paftion, together 
With judgment flri& and ft vere to retrench every 
luxuriant line, andtomaintain areiigiousfovercignty 
over the whole work. Thus the Pfalmifr. of Ifrael 
might arife in Great Britain in all his Hebrew glory, 
and entertain the more knowingand police Chrilliana 
of our age. But fcill I am hold to maintain the great 
principle on which my prefect Work is founded, and 
that is, that if the bright eft genius on earth, or an 
angel from heaven, fhould tranllatc David, and keep 
clofe to the fenfe and Ayle of rhe infpired author, we, 
fhould only obtain thereby a bright or heavenly copy 
of the devotions of the Jevviih king; but it could ne- 
ver make the fitted pfalmbook for aChrifttan people. 
It was not mydefign to exalt myfclf to the rank and 
glory of poets, but I. was ambitious to be a fervant to 
the churches, and a helper to the joy of the mean eft - 
Chriflian. Though there are many gone before me 
who have taught the Hebrew Pfalmift to fpeakEn- 
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gild, yet I think I may aiTume this plcafure, of being 
the firfb who hath brought down the royal author in- 
to the common affairs of the Chriftian life, and led 
the Pfalmift of Ifrael into the church of Chrift, with- 
out any thing of a Jew about him : and whenfoever 
there fhall appear any paraphrafc of the book of Pfalms 
that retains more of the favour of David's piety, disco- 
vers more of the ftyle and fpirit of the gofpel, with a 
fuperiour dignity of verfe, and yet the lines as eafy 
and flowing, and the fenfe and language as level to 
the loweft capacity, I (hall congratulate the world, 
and confent to fay, Let this attempt of mine be buried 
in filence. 

Till fuch a work arife I muft attend thefe Evangc- 
lick Songs, which have been the labour of fo many 
years, with a devout wifh : 

May that God who has favoured me with life and 
capacity to finifh this Work for the fervice of hi* 
churches, after fo many years of tirefome ficknefsand 
confinement, accept this humble offeringfrom athank- 
ful heart ! May the Lord, who dwelt of old amidft the 
praifes of Ifrael, encourage and blefs this EfTay to af- 
fift Chriftians in the work of praife ! and may his 
churches exalt him here on earth in the language of 
his gofpel and his grace till they fhall be called up to 
heaven and the noble fociety above ! there David 
and Afaph have changed their ancient ftyle, and the 
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fong of Mofes and of the Lamb are one; there the 
Jews joiu with the nations to exalt their God and Re- 
deemer in the language of angebi, and in the drains 
of complete glory. Amen.

If the Pfalm be too long for the time .or cuftom of 
finging, there are Pnufes in many of them at which

to fing at a Paufe. 

Do not always confine yourfcl ves to fix ftanzas, but 
fing feven or eight rather than confound the fenfe* 
and abufe the Pfalni in folemn worlhip.

OF THE MANNER OF SINGING. 

It were to be wifhed that all congregations and pri- 
vate families would fing as they do in foreign Pro- 
tcilant countries,without reading line by line.Though 
the Author has done what he could to make the fenfe 
complete in every line or two, yet many inconveni- 
encies will always attend this unhappy manner of 
finging; but where it cannot be altered thefc two 
things may give fome relief. 

Firft, Let as many as can do it bring pfalmbooks 
with them, and look on the words while they fing, fo 
far as to make the fenfe complete. 

Secondly, Let the Clerk read the whole Pfaim over 
aloud before he begins to parcel out the lines, that the 
people may have fome notion of what they fing, and 
not be forced to drag on heavily through eight tedi- 
ous fyllablcs without any meaning till the next line 
comes to give the fenfe of them. 
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• Tt WW to be wiflied alfo that ive might not dwell 
fo long upon every (ingle note, and produce the Syl- 
lables to fuch a tirefomc extent, with a contain uni- 
formity of time, which difgraces the mufick,and puts 
the congregation quite out of breath in linking five 
or fix ftanzas; whereas if the method of finging were 
but reformed to a greater fpeed in pronunciation we. 
might often enjoy the pleafureof a longer Pfalm with 
lefs expenfe of time and breath, and our pfalmndy 
would be moreagreeable to that of the ancient church- 
es, more intelligible to others, and more delightful t»
